The council of the city of Har­ 
risb u rg today set Thursday, March 
18, as the date the city will vote 
on the $200,000 bond issue to give 
H arrisburg an ample w ater sup­ 
ply and took off the restrictions 
on w ater use that have been in 
effect for several months. 
T h e election date was set in an 
ordinance which was passed fol 
Jewing the council's acceptance of 
a petition signed by approximately 
1,500 voters a>king for a referen­ 
d u m on the lake issue 
The lifting of the ban cam e after 
considerable discussion. 
It was 
lifted, council m em bers stated, be­ 
c a u s e 
Blue Lake w ater is now 
available. However, council mem ­ 
b e rs urged the public to continue 
to conserve water even though the 
restrictions have been lifted. 
T he question of car washing led 
u p to the lifting of the ban. It was 
brought up that certain service 
stations were abiding by the ban 
by either refraining from washing 
c a r s or by hauling in w ater and 
u sin g it, while there was evidence 
so m e stations were using city wa­ 
te r. 
Doom is Consulted 
T h e idea was that som e should 
not be penalized while others were 
b reaking the emergency ordinance. 
Dr. G. R Johnson, finance com­ 
missioner, suggested that the water 
b o ard be consulted first before the 
b a n was lifted but following fur­

Reps Kenneth A Roberts (D AIa), 
who underwent surgery for a bullet 
wound in the left thigh and knee; 
Ben F 
Jensen (R Iowa), shot in 
the back; Clifford Davis (D-Tenn), 
hit in the right leg; and George 
H. Fallon (D Md), shot in the right 
hip 
Hospital officials described 
their condition as ‘‘satisfactory.” 
Locked up in the District of Co­ 
lumbia jail and charged with as­ 
sault with intent to m urder were 
Miss Lolita Lebron, 34. divorced 
mother of two children , Rafael Can­ 
cel Miranda, 25; Andres Figueroa 
Cordero, 29. and Irving Flores-Ro- 
driguez, 27, all of New' York City. 
Each was held in $ 100,000 bond for 
a hearing March IO 
No one offer­ 
ed to put up bond. 
Police said they are members 
of the "same gang’’ of Puerto Rican 
Nationalists that tried to assassi­ 
nate former President Truman in 
1950 
They were overpowered and 
disarmed by congressmen, spectat­ 
ors and House employes, 
The w ild gunplay, in which more 
than a dozen bullets were pumped 
down upon the unsuspecting con 
gressmen, was unprecedented in 
American history. 
Reception Cancelled 
Officials acted promptly to as 
sure that it would never happen 
again 
Security restrictions were 
tightened throughout the govern­

from the White House to 
Capitol Hill Swarms of police and 
plainclothesmen were assigned to 
provide added protection for Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower, members of Con­ 
gress and the cabinet.

shooting 
.shocked the free world Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles, at­ 
tending an Inter American Confer­ 
ence at Caracas, Venezuela, said 
the shooting is a crime represent 
ing “a fanatical rejection of the 
democratic process.” 
The Lebron woman acknowdedg 
ed that the shooting was timed 
to coincide with the opening of 
the Caracas 
conference 
because 
“they are talking about colonialism 
th e r e ” 
The stage was set for the shoot­ 
ing at 8 a. rn. EST Monday when 
the tour Puerto Rican terrorists ar­ 
rived at Union Station from New 
York 
They had bought one-way 
tickets 
they weren’t planning to 
go hack. 
They figured they would 
all he dead. 
They were here, Miss Lebron 
said later, “to make a demonstra­ 
tion tor Puerto Rican independ­ 
ence.” 
Arouse No Suspicions 
At about 2:20 p. rn at least three 
of the group

gallery of the House 
There was nothing about them 
to arouse the suspicions of door­ 
keeper VV S. Elgin. 
Miss Lebron, 
a dark eyed, wavy haired brunette, 
was trim in a light gray suit.

suit, only 
slightly rumpled, possibly from the 
train ride. His black mustache was 
neatly trimmeti. 
His collar was 
open. 
Figueroa Corder© looked a little 
seedy, but no more so than many 
another Capitol visitor.

Its bark rever­ 
berated in the big House chamber. 
It sounded—as most members said

as if somebody had touched 
off a string of firecrackers. 
Her companions joined in the 
fusillade.

Police said they recovered four 
pistols, all at the Capitol, and all 
showing signs 
of 
having been 
used They said 15 to 20 shots had 
been tired.

was unprecedented

Kemmerer. 
Allen 
town, Pa., rose in the visitors gal­ 
lery of the House, brandishing a
